Washington, June 28— The HwecpInR 
reductions in the price of l)ituinlnou8 
colli ut all mineM east dl' the .MissisHippi 
rjver, ranging from one to Ave dollars 
a ton to the public with a further out 
of flfty cents tor the government were 
agreed upon today, at conferences the 
operators und KoveriiuieiU ofllrlals. 
The new prici s become effective .July 
1. 

Four huudred operators who gather- 
ed here yeaterday at a call from Sec- 
retary Lane and pledged themselves to 

rurnish their product at the reasonable 

prire, were reprCHPnted in the final 
conference by committees from eacli 
field. 

Earlier in the day they had agreed 
to Klace the price fixing ip the bands 
(it the government, through the de- 
fense council's ooal production com- 
milipe. Secretary Lane and Commls 
sloner Fort of the Federal Trade Coffl' 
mlBsion, thus avoiding the possibility 
of violating the anti-trust laws. 

Director Smith of tbe geoloiloal sur- 
vey, estimated that the reduced priobs 
would mean that the operators would 
m $18n.noi>,0()0 less annually for their 
output and that the saving to the 
Kovernnient and the coal consuming 
public wou^I be even greater. 
Comnlssiens Lfaalted 

In nddiilou to placing prices upon 
I coal at the mines it was announced 
that Jobbers, brokers, retailers and 
com mission men would be permitted 
to charge oommissfons of not more 
than twenty-five cents a ton and that 
no more than one commission should 
be charged. In other words, the con 
siinier will get his coal at the mine 
price plus transportation charges and 
twenty-five centa per ton.

Waahington, iune ip — "The Inter- 
state Commerce Cotamisiion today de- 
nied the plan of the railroads of the 
I'nited States for a horlsontai of fif- 
teen per cent in freight rates. 

In lU ,deoiBion the commission In- 
dleated 4u witUngniia to iiorease 
class rates in the eaat^. distrlct ap- 
proximately 14 per cent. Since about' 
one-fourth of the freight handled is 
moved under class rates, the decision 
virtually allows the eastern lines 
about tour, per cent increase In gross 
freight revenue. Increases sought in 
rates on coal, coke and iron ore will 
be granted. 

The commission found, as the result 
of exten^d hearing^ that the carriers 
generally show a substantial and In- 
creasing Unaaclal prosperity ud that 
they have ample resources with which 
to conduct transportation. 

Littler sympathy was given the ar- 
guments of the roads that they were 
victims of war prices, the commission 
holding that the carriers hare proDted 
by the mobilisation ojbroppi. 

The commission snniended the pro- 
posed tariffs until October 28, but it 
is understood that no rehearing of the 
case will be of vaTue at this time, and 
suggested cancelation of (% tariffs. 

ThQ oommisaion flOda that tjie 
gloomy forecaata ot jeopardised in- 
comes, seen by railroad offlclals early 
in 1917 have not been borne out by 
the figures available for later months. 
The proceedings were brought In 
March, when the returns from Febru- 
ary were ihiat being made. February 
was one ot the worst months ir rail- 
road histon^ The subsequent months 
have ahown increasing revenues, while 
expenses, in many cases, failed to 
mount to the extent tiie carriera' of- 
flclals feared. ^ 

The decision points out that the car- 
riers' comparisons have been made 
largely with those of 1916, which waa 
the banner year in railroad earnings 
and adds that the 1917 income might 
be considerably diminished without 
necessary indicating a danger point in 
eamfaiga.
